Nine d«ys alter the death ot the 
Pope the conclave meeU to choose 
hia Buccessor. The »atherlng takes 
its iiamo from the fact that the 
Cardinals are locked ap In ' con- 
clave and shut Oft tnm all com- 
manlcaUon with the outer world. 
The next conclave will be the first to 
meet In the huge bulldinK con- 
•tructed several years ago in the 
rear of the Vatican Palace, and 
which is known as thp Palace of tM 
Conclave. The palace haa JOO 
rooms, distributed amonc jeventy 
apartments, each of which wlU con- 
atltute the accommodatlonR needed 
tor one of the Cardinals when all 
come together to elect a I'ope. On 
the day of the ronciave all are sum- 
moned from thfir rooms by a boll 
thrice ruHR, and repair to the Msm- 
My chamber. From this nomoBt 
until the ree«U of the voting Is an- 
nouneed they hare no communication 
eavo wltb the Vatican officials. 
Their clothing and even their food Is 
searched, lest they should contain 
correspondence from outside. 

After a night of seclliBlon the con- 
clave is formally aaaemhled eartjr 
next afternoon and all repair to tBo 
ohapol. where a desk has been pro- 
Tided for each Cardinal. In the mid- 
dle of the hall are six tables and 
behind these an altar. limiKMliately 
An. front of the altar is a table on 
%riiifcn"4¥e two chalices for holding 
the balloU. Before proceeding fur- 
ther, a search is made to Msare tke 
conclave of the tact that none but 
thoae entitled to vote are present. 
Bach Cardinal writes the name of 
the candidate he would elect In the 
center of the voting tiikct. This Is 
of an oblong form, prepared accord- 
ing to the directions ot the buU Ol 
Gregory XV. At the foot ot the 
•Iter the ToUr UtU up hie hand and 
exhibit! the ticket between hte 
thumb and finger. He then kneels 
and prays for a moment, after which 
he takes oath that he is about to 
elect him whom, according to God, 
he thinks ought to be elected. He 
then puta the ticket on the peten 
and slips It from thence Into the 
etaaUee, which he covers up again. 
Thea he makes anew a reverence 
before the altar and returns to his 
place. 

When all have voted In like man- 
ner the six teiierti <.xaiiiln.' the papiTs 
and proclaim the result. If no Car- 
dinal has obtained the ra«ali«d 
number of votee— tw»-thlrdi ot tke 
«ember ot Cardinals present — the 
retnlt ia deelared void, and the 
voting papera. collected together, 
are burned in a brazier with damp 
straw, the dense smoke from which 
issues through a particular chimuey, 
visible from oulalds and proclaims 
to the eater worM that no election 
has taken plaeo. 

Heretofore the elosing of the 
ballots has closed the session of the 
d«.v. and the conclave has adjourned 
until the evening. Five years ago, 
however. Pope Pius X. introduced an 
Important change In the method of 
electing his sncoesior. Instead ot 
having hut two ballota each day the 
new ruling provides tor four ballots, 
two In the morning and two In the 
evening. Thus the conclaves In 
future are expected to take Just half 
the tinn- occupied during the last 
seven centuries. Proceeding with 
-the olsetloD by baltot, Totiai U eon- 
ttnued on the lines Indicated until 
a choice Is reached. The result Is 
then announced by the ringing of a 
bell and all the senior Cardinals ad- 
vance to the place occupied by the 
newly elected PoutilT and Inquire If 
be accepts the election. On receiv- 
ing an afflrmativs answer, he Is at 
osce Minted by the entire oollege. 
The new Pope then retiree to robe 
hhnaelf In the Pontifical Testments. 
Ob bis return the fisherman's ring 
Is plHi'ed on his finger, and the new 
Vicar of Christ kiu'H lMt< Huleinii 
beiiMdU'llon to the members of the 
Sacred Oollece from the etepi of the 
altar. 

The Papal Chamberlain aanounoee 
(he election from the baleoay of St. 
Peter's to the assembled multitudes. 
Finally the new I'ope Is then led to 
the balcony of St. Peter's, from 
whu h he blSigM the PMtple UMS- 
bled there.

VATICAN ORDERED GUARDED 



OablegraBM from Rome received 
here Suaday brought inteUlgaace 
that the Cardinal Camsriengo. Delia 

Volpe, announced Ssturday ntaht 
that the conclave of the Collage ot 
C ardinals will begin August tl. It 
Is expected that a new Pope will. be 
elected by September 3. 

The entombment of Pope Pius X 
took pUca Saturday evening at sun- 
•et. The great Baailiea of St. Peter's 
was in semMarkness. A flickering 
light cajme from the perpetually 
bnriiing tapi^rs about the shrine of 
the .Apostles and the candles in the 
chapel where the catafalque stood. 
Those who witnessed the ceremony 
numbering about one thousand! 
came by special Invitation and In- 
cluded the dlplomaUe repraaenta! ives 
accredited to the Holy See, the pre- 
lates and members of the Roman 
aristocracy. 

The procession formed in the 
Chapel of the Hles.>;(.(l Sacrament, 
where for hours tho bodv of Plus 
X, lay ta state. The catafalque was 
surmounted by the trlpl* crown and 
the body of the Pope was clad In the 
Pontifical robes and surrounded '1>r 
the emblems of his sacred offlcAi 
During the course of the day many 
thousands of persons passed by the 
bier. 

Karlier in the evening the bier was 
removed and placed on a low plat- 
form on wheels. At the gates of the 
chapel the archprteat of the haslllea< 
in violet robes and anrrounded bn 
thi> chapter. Joined In the prooaaaion. 

First came a Jewelled crosa hold 
aloft, then the Car^dlnals and high 
prelates, each carryinL- a candle. In 
the center of the procession was f 

kndimg c%wS^1l^?S^BI 
vast and silent church was heard the 
.Miserere, sung by the Sistlne cholr^ 
The solemn cortege marched Into 
the crypt where the body of Pius X. 
will have its final resting place. Here 
the roof is very low and the .Miserere 
had a peculiarly wierd and imelan- 
cboly effect. The tomb of the late 
Pontiff la oa the right at the en- 
trance to the subterrsnean chapel, 
close to that of several other Popes. 
At this place several ancient marble 
tablets were removed to make room 
for the tomb of Plus, which while 
partly within the walla also projects 
Into the passage. The body of the 
Pontiff lies In a cypress wood cottta, 
on which rests a gold eroaa. Thia la 
encased In siae, aad flaally ta an 
oak casket. Oa tho aaaket la the 

luBcriptlon : 

"Here lies the body of Plus X., 
born June 2. 1835; died August SO, 
1914." 

The coffin waa placed within the 
tomb, while Cardinal Delia Volpe re- 
cited prayers for the dead, accom- 
panied by all preaent kaeellas. 
A monument to Ptna X, will he 
erected in the crypt. 

An imposing funeral mass was 
celebrated Sunday morning at St. 
Peter's ta the chapel faetag thst 
whsre the body ot the late Pope lay 
In state. The mass was celebrated 
by Mgr. Cappetelll, Patriarch of 
Constantinople This was the first 
of a series of masses to be celebrated 
at St. Peter's daily until August 27, 
Cardinal Merry del Val, Papal Sec- 
retary of State, is so grief-strichen 
over tke death of the Pope that he 
can aoareely attend to hie official 
buslnsss. Tbe apprecistlve ptaiao Ot 
him In the Pope's testament haa 
been a great consolation. 

Cardinal Delia Volpe has In- 
structed the comanders of the Papal 
Quard and armed bodies to guard 
every corner of the Vatican to pre- 
vent any inoidaat which adcht dla< 
turb tbe work of the Cardteab, eape* 
dally during the conclave. 

Mgr. Calll, director of the general 
Vatican miiHeums. look a death mask 
of Pius X. Saturday. The Congiega- 
tion of Cardinals has decided to 
issue a special medal commemorative 
of the Interregnum. The Cardinala 
have also selected Mgr. Galll to de- 
liver the funeral oration, eulogising 
the late Pope, before thi' Sacred 
College 

It Is announced that the I'ope left 
a considerable sum of money to be 
distributed smong the poor of 
Rome.

Thla Is tke qneotion which no one 
can answer. Plus X. so little thoiit;lit 
that he would be elected vicar of 
Christ that he bought a return ticket 
to Venice when he went In 1908 to 
the meeting grf Cardinals that waa 
to aoloet a aaceaaaor to Lao XIII 
Only for the exercise of an ancient 
veto power by the Emperor of 
Auatria he would not have been 
Pope. When he was raised to the 
Pontificate he ImniediatPly abolished 
this veto power which had been 
granted years ago in return for 
promlaed protection to the Holy See 
by tho Anatrlana. 

The supreme headahip of the 
church is annexed to the nfllce of 
BIsho pof Rome. A man does not 
lecome Bishop of Home because be 
is elected Pope: he heconies Pone be- 
ciuise he is ma<le Bishop of Rome. 
Thus election to the Papacy is prop- 
erly speaking election to the See of 
Rome. Tko right to elect their 
Blahop haa alwaya belonged to mem- 
bers of the Roman church. The 
Cardinals are the principal clergy- 
men of this diocese, therefore they 
have the right of election. If the 
Sacred College should be ex- 
tingulahed by anv cause, the right 
of chooalng the Pope would fall on 
tho otker Romaa elergy, 

A Pope haa no right to name his 
sncceesor. He can suggest a man, 
but the Cardinals are In no wise 
bound to follow his wishes In the 
matter. After the death of Cleineiit 
IV . in IL'liR, the world was without 
a Pope for three years. In order 
to prevent the repetition of this 
calamity, tko OardlBala mnat now 
romain In aeelnaloB natil a Pope kaa 
boon aelected. Two-tklrda of tke 
Cardinals must agree en a maa be- 
fore he la elected 

The papers will lie flHpd with 
articles, until a Pope has been 
aelected. Industriously picking the 
suceeeaor to Pope Plus X. If they 
suoceed In kitting oa tke right man 
fhev will be luckier than they were 
the last time a Pope was chosen. 

Of one thing we are almost sure, 
the next Pope will be an Italian 
International ditnculties can be 
avoided best liv keeping the Popes 
01 this naii(in;iljiv.

tho moat ronarkaMo prophecy of 
which wo haw knowledge. Ita 
author waa 8t. Malarhy. nn Irish 
prelate, who while traiisai llnK some 
business at Rome had ,1 stranKe 
vision of the future. Tliere was 
unfolded before hl.-< iiiiiul the long 
list of I'ontiffs who were to rule the 
church until the end of lime. Tho 
future Popes were not roToalod to 
hini by name, but by their nattfrea. 
i nr each one there was a mystical 
mMi', supposed clearly to represent 
!onie dominant trait of character or 
Honie outBtandInK event. Some of 
these titlpH do not need z.ealoua In- 
terpreters; their appllratloa la aa 
obvious as it Is startling. 

For Inatanoo, Ploa IX. la tho 
101st Popo In St. Malaeliy't eat- 
alogoo. Hla daolgMUIon would aeem 
almoat aomothtat more than coin- 
cidence. It Is "Crux de Cruce" — 
"Cross from a Cross." No Pope In 
history had had a reign ho filled with 
trial and tribulation as Plus IX. De- 
nounced aa a traitor to bis country 
for his rofvaal to doelaro war 
against Catholic Auatrta in 1848. 
subjected to the Insnlta of riotona 
mobs in tho atreeta of Homo, forced 
finally to flee Into exUo at Oaeta, 
his temporal power loat, "Crux de 
("ruce" Is an excellent epitome of 
his history as I'ope. and the more 
so stnce the most aggravating of the 
eroaaeo were brought upon hlna by 
the Houao of Savoy, whoaa emblem 
was a oroaa. 

"SlgBua ardena," or "Ignna 
ardens." "the burning sign" or "the 
burning fire," is the desi^Miatlon hy 
which St. Malachy, attending to his 
visions in the twelfth century, char- 
acterized the recent Plus X. "The 
present Pope," declared one eminent 
("Htholic authority writing a few 
years ago OB the application of St. 
Maiachy'a prophecy, "la truly a 
burning fire of loal tor the restora- 
tion of all things in Christ." This 
has seemed to some too broad an 
interpretation, and one which might 
iMive fitted any well-loved Pontiff. 
These would regard the "burning 
tire" rather aa the recent eruption 
of VeauTluB, which occurred during 
the reign of Pins X., and during 
which he earned the praise of the 
world for the prompt relief which 
he proctired the stricken people. 

Pius VIII. was foreseen by the 
Irisli saint as a "vir religlosus," a 
(lesiKTiaiion which might have fitted 
any Pope, since ploty la a quality to 
be aaai^mod. Bat "roUdooua" ta. in 
the Latin aonao, not ao mnoh a mat- 
ter of piety as of conaeionee, and It 
is a curious fact that thla was the 
outstanding character of the eighth 
I'ius' character. Not only did he 
possess a tremendous knowledge of 
( anoni< al law and Biblical literature, 
but his extreme conacientlousness 
has romatnod aa tho dominant qual- 
ity of hla character. On hla acces- 
sion to the Pontifical throne for 
Inatance he ordered all of his rela- 
tives, to the very remotest, to resign 
all positions whiih they then held, 
and his whole life was marked by 
til.' same scrupulousness. More- 
over, France and Austria, deliberat- 
ing on tho quoatloB of tha nnoeoaaor 
of Pina VII., had anaonaeod thoir 
desire for a Pope whoae nature 
should be distinctly "religlosus," a 
man gentle and scholarly, more Pope 
ban politician History ha.s em- 
phasized this quality of Plus' life: 
it Is curious that the twelfth century 
prophet could have atruck the same 
note. Tho coming Popo, 104 on St. 
Maiachy'a Itat, haa a diaqalotlBg 
title — "rellglo depopulata." tha 
/Hitb laid waste." It might havo 
any one of the ornlnouH meanings 
wiii(h pesslniistli' iiiturpr.iers place 
upon It, hut as "Intrepid trust" Is 
the summing up for the following 
I'outlff, (here la evidently propbeeled 
no groat cataatroplM at thia point. 

The end of tho world, howoror. la 
bound to come, according to St. 
Malarhy, and he has made due pro- 
vision for It lit the conclusion of the 
leiiiii 1.1 I'eicr the KomaH." This 
U the parugraiili wlm h concludes the 
propbecx: In Ik- Mnai perttecutlon 
of the Holy Kumau Church, there 
will roiga Petor tho Roauui, who 
will feed hia took amid vaay tribn- 
Intlnns, after which the lOTon-hilled 
< ity will be destroyed and tho dread- 
ful Judge will Judge the people. The

Of all the Catholic i haplains who 
served during the War of the Re- 
bellion few had mora trying experi- 
encoB during two long years In the 
extreme South than Father Michael 
A. Nash. .S. J., who volunteered as 
chaplain of the Sixth New Yo^|| 
Infantry, h.tter known as "Billy 
Wilson's Zouaves." and who died at 
Troy, N. Y., September «, Igfg, in 
his seventieth year. 

He was not two years in the 
priesthood, having boon ordained at 
f aderhorn. Germany, whero ha tin- -^^^ 
'Shed Ins studies, August 1«, ias>, Ctmfc. 
when, on .June ,1. ISKl. he was mus- 
tered into the I'nitPd .States service 
as chaplain of one of the toiiRhest 
ragimonta that aver loft New York 
hut whoaa love and respect he woii 
as well by his bravery under fire aa 
by his self-denial aad devotion to 
the Interesfg of the soldiers. I 
DiirinK the rpRiment's two years' I 
service in the South It participated 
in all the enKaKemenls at Santa Rosa 
Island, Pensacola. ForU McRee and 
Baracaa, Saat Paaa and Milton, Fla.. 
aa well aa la tha aorious operations 
at Fort Httdaon. Iriah Band and 
Bayou Vermillion, U., and In all the 
fierce enRaRements and bombard- 
ments, the awfnl march. s under a 
tropical sun and ti.e many trial.s of 
camp life in the South. Father \,ish i 
bravely stood to his post to the end ' 
and came homo with the regiment to 
ao araatored out, June 26, 18«S. 

In the "Woodstock Lettora" thare 
is an Interesting series of oomaaai- 
cations to his superiors containing 
his experiences (hiring his service. 
He also wrote regularly to Mrs. John 
Farrell, still livinf? in Brooklyn, and 
to Mrs. Moynahan, whom he ad- 
drssBod as hla '*Doar Mother." Both 
of these tedlos were old family 
friends and from a sheaf of his thdod 
letters to them, now before me, I 
(luote the followluK passages: 

Writing from .Santa Rosa, Fla. 
under date of October 3(1, ISfil, he 
says: "In the last bloody engage- 
ment S,000 of the enemy fell upon

boys held out and, turning the tide, 
pressed the enemy, who lost 3(iO 
man. Tha poor fellows fell thick and 
fsst about me, either wounded or 
killed, and I had mora to do than 
ever before. I found a Corporal of 
my regiment wounded and prostrate 
on the field. .\8 I bent over him he 
said: 'O father, is that you? I am 
going fast. I am not a Catholic, hut 
I want to be baptized.' 1 knew the 
lad well and ha hogged ma pitoously 
not to leave him. I soothed him and 
loosened his grasp on my coat 
sleeve, for I had to get water. I ran 
to the beach and soaked my hand- 
kerchief in tlie sea water and hurried 
back In time to pour enough on his 
pallid brow to make him a child of 
Ood. The pursuit of the enemy was 
over at noon and no ono had broken 
his fast. Wo made coffee and then 
beaan the awful preparations for the 
burial of the dead. There they lay 
by hundreds, covered with blood and 
wounds, uniforms torn and no 
coffins to encircle their limbs, no 
aftoctionato wife or tender mother 
to shroud them, hut after mllltsry 
uaaga thoy wore coaslgned to the 
earth with my poor prayers, Just as 
they were found upon the battle- 
field, only that the Southerners were 
separated from our men and all 
available names and addres.ses taken 
and duly recorded. The muffled 
drum and the doleful fife aounded 
their requiem. Oh. how eaay It was 
for me to praaoh their funeral, tired 
out aa I waa." 

In twenty such letters similar 
scenes are recorded. He tella of the 
camp life under the broiling sun; of 
many battles, bombardments and 
skirmiahea; of the loss of his vest- 
BMhta: of a trip of 100 miles to go 
to oonfosBlon; of his temptation to 
ask for a furlough to go North for 
a rest and hla resolution to sti<'k 
by the men for whose sake be had 
Joined the regiinenl; of their love 
for him and many touching Inddenta 
of the hardships tbey endured. Ho
